Highway Hazards 


While the Commonwealth of Fenn- 
Sylvania is concentrating: on a road con­ 
st nu? ion program that will jrive it* 
residents and visitors highways that 
are second to none, existing roads must 
not I*- forgotten in the enthusiasm for 
superhighways. 


O n e good point in example is Route 
209 b e t w e e n The Stroudsburgs and Mil­ 
ford, While a major construction and 
widening project has been in the build­ 
ing stage for about a year, some of the 


h a z a r d s that exist during this period 
should be corrected. 
One is the extremely dangerous por­ 
tion between Marshalls Creek and Bush- 
kill. "h ere construction presents a defi­ 
nite hazard, All along the roadway, 
there are sections of one-way traffic 
which, although they are well marked 
with caution signs, are still not safe. 
Many of the sections for one-lane traffic 
cross over hills where it is absolutely 
impossible to see if anything i« coming 
on the other side. 


O p Anions O f O th e r Editors 


The type of heavy traffic that is 
found on this road, with huge tractor- 
trailers aplenty, makes one wonder why 
the hazard is not cut down by the use 
of a flagman at opposite ends of the 
affected sections and A llow traffic to 
enter upon it in only one direction at 
one time. 
Another dangerous facet of this high­ 
way is the section that has already been 
finished to the north of Rush kill. Al­ 
though the roadway is in excellent 
shape, the fall-off from the road surf­ 
ace to the shoulders is four inches or 
more in some spots. The condition has 
resulted in numerous accidents, where 
the motorist tries to regain the road­ 
way t o o quickly and loses control of the 
vehicle in the attempt. 
This week a traffic safety inspection 
is to be made of conditions along this 
section of Route 209. It is to He hoped 
that it will result in a quick correction 
of these extremely dangerous conditions 
before any other accidents occur. 


An Encouraging Start 


The successful maiden test Hight of 
the Saturn booster is an encouraging 
start down the long development road 
toward an operational moon ship. 
But one should remember th at it is 
only a start. The milestones along that 
road will be marked by many such test
